The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday with all members present. 

Resolutions adopted by the Han 
Mateo County Development Associa¬ 
tion asking the board to grant a prop¬ 
er franchise to the Great Western 
Power Company to build and operate 
a light, heat and power line in and 
through the county of Han Mateo, 
were accepted and ordered liled. 

A resolution was received from the 
Han Francisco supervisors inviting 
the board to co-operate with a com¬ 
mittee of the city board in matters 
relating to publicity and interburban 
relations to the end that a campaign 
for the advancement of the interests 
of both counties may be inaugurated 
and carried on to a successful issue. 

Supervisor Brown moved that the 
resolution be accepted and that a com¬ 
mittee of three members be appointed 
to act with the Han Francisco commit¬ 
tee. The motion was seconded by 
Hupervisor Blackburn and carried. 

The chairman appointed the fol¬ 
lowing members to act on the com¬ 
mittee: Supervisors Casey, Brown 
and Francis. 

On suggestion of Hupervisor Casey 
the clerk was directed to notify the 
Han Francisco supervisors of the 
board’s action. 

The application of Charles A. llir- 
rell for a Class B liquor license in the 
fourth addition to Han Bruno was 
taken up, Jas. T. O’Keefe represent¬ 
ing Hirrell. 

A petition signed by torty-one resi¬ 
dents in and close to the neighbor¬ 
hood of Hirrel’s place of business was | 
presented by Mrs. Alice Laumeister 
who addressed the board in objection 
lo the granting of a license to Hirrel 
on the ground that there was one 
Class B liquor license holder there 
now who was violating the law by 
selling liquor by the glass and it was | 
the desire of the residents that no 
more such places be established. Hhe j 
had nothing to say against the char-! 
acter of the applicant. 

Mr. O’Keefe presented a petition 1 
signed by seventy residents of Han j 
Bruno in favor of Hirrell. The appli¬ 
cant was sworn and testified that all 
of the signatures to his petition were 
genuine, they were those of his neigh¬ 
bors. He said that he was engaged 
in the grocery business and in the sale 
of liquor would obey the law. 

Mrs. Beckner, who was also present 
to oppose the granting of the license, 
said that the signers to the petition 
W-*re not Hirrel’s neighbors. 

Hupervisor Casey stated that since 
Hirrel could not get the endorsement 
of his immediate neighbors it would 
j be his duty to oppose the granting of 
j the license. He therefore moved that 
| the applicant be denied. The motion 


was seconded by Hupervisor Brown 
and carried. 

James Downey who was appointed 
at a recent meeting lo inspect 
the lighting system of the Colma and 
Han Bruno Highway Lighting Dis¬ 
tricts reported that the greater num¬ 
ber of the lamps had been located in 
accordance with maps adopted by the 
board. Where changes had been made 
they were for the purpose of giving a 
better service. Home lamps were found 
to have burned out and were replaced 
by the lighting company. The in¬ 
spector suggested that a reward be 
offered for the detection of those who 
wantonly destroy the lamps. 

The report was accepted and filed. 

Upon motion of Hupervisor Brown, 
seconded by Hupervisor Casey, a reso¬ 
lution was adopted providing that El 
Camino Real, or Mission Road, in Han 
Mateo county, shall be given over to 
the Htale Highway Commission for 
the purpose of building a state high¬ 
way.

TAFT IS CERTAIN 
OF NOMINATION 


Only Thing In Doubt Is Size of 
His Vote at Chicago. 

MAY BREAK 1908 RECORD. 


Sentiment Growing In Big Republican 
States That He Is Only Man of His 
Party Who Can Be Elected This 
Year—Voters Satisfied With Admin¬ 
istration’s Policies. 

President William H. Taft is on a 
fair road to renomination as the Re¬ 
publican standard bearer in the cam¬ 
paign of 1912. With approximately 
100 delegates to the Chicago couven-, 
tion already instructed for him, the J 
president is more than likely to break 
his record of 1908, when he was nomi¬ 
nated with 702 votes on the first bal- | 
lot in the Chicago convention of that j 
year. There is no longer any question j 
that he will be renominated, and the 
only question now puzzling the mana¬ 
gers of the Taft campaign is the com¬ 
pleteness of his victory. 

Coupled with the assurance of his 
renomiuation is the growing sentiment 
in the big Republican states both east 1 
and west that President Taft is the j 
only Republican candidate who can; 
possibly he elected this fall. It will 
be recalled readily enough that when j 
Mr. Taft took office throe years ago,, 
March 4 last, the great issues of tariff! 


and in face of the fact that one-tentn 
of the delegates to the Chicago con¬ 
vention are already chosen and hun¬ 
dreds of delegates elected to state and 
district conventions. It has been esti¬ 
mated that to clothe such a primary 
with legal authority, as provided by 
the rules of the party, it would cost 
the taxpayers of this country not less 
than $5,000,000 Immediately. 

The hysteria occasioned by these 
conditions is now passing away, and 
the foremost facts staring the voters in 
the face are the progressive and defi¬ 
nite policies of President Taft and the 
certainty of an immediate improve- j 
ment in business conditions all over 
the country following his renomination 
and re-election. These facts are of vital 
interest to all classes of citizens, es¬ 
pecially when they are confronted 
wnn ine aaernuuve o, a omuge m 
administration, a change in policies 
and a continuation of business depres¬ 
sion and general unrest. 

In estimating the probabilities of 
President Taft's renomination and re- 
election it is necessary to recur only 
to recent history. The president car¬ 
ried every northern state in 1908. Be¬ 
tween the election of that year and 
1910 occurred the tariff legislation 
known as the Payne tariff law. It is 
a well known maxim of politics that 
that party which revises the tariff is 
defeated at the next election, and the 
only exception to the rule in recent 
years was the passage of the Dingley 
law, which was followed so closely by 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war as to bury the tariff issue in a 
wave of patriotic enthusiasm. The 
more recent by-elections in the big Re¬ 
publican states east of the Mississippi 
river, notably in New York, New Jer¬ 
sey and Pennsylvania, have shown a 
return of Republicans to the fold and 
a restoration of the old time Republic¬ 
an majorities, which justifies the pre¬ 
diction that they will be safely in the 



revision and reform on a protective 
basis and of monetary reform and the 
great legal problem involved in the ex 
act meaning of the Sherman anti-trust 
statute were squarely before the coun¬ 
try. In the latter issue the supreme 
court had uot made its famous ruling 
in the Standard Oil and tobacco cases 
which were to outline for the first time 
since the law was passed by congress 
its exact meaning. On each of these 
three great issues it has been necessary 
for President Taft to consider and 
frame a definite policy, and it is his 
decision as to *these great questions 
that has convinced the business men, 1 
the laboring men and the farmers of 
the country that another term In the 
White House for William II. Taft is 
all that is necessary to restore the 
country on that basis of unparalleled 
prosperity which characterized the ad 
ministration of William McKinley. It 
is this sentimeut which not only as¬ 
sures the renomination of Mr. Taft at 
Chicago, but also his re-election in No¬ 
vember. 

So many bewildering side issues 
have become involved in the present 
campaign for delegates to the Chicago 
convention that the facts above stated 
have been overlooked in certain com¬ 
munities. Even the progressive 
achievements of the Taft administra¬ 
tion have been forgotten in the excite¬ 
ment occasioned by the introduction 
of new political doctrines, practically 
none of which, except the proposal to 
recall federal Judges, can be dealt 
I with by the national government, but 
must lie decided each state for itself, j 
The demand for a presidential prefer- | 
j ence primary In each state, wholly a 
state matter, in which even the presi 
dent himself has no right to interfere, 
has been magnified into a national is¬ 
sue notwithstanding the fact that 
there is and can be no national law 
on the subject, and only a few states 
are prepared to throw the protection 
of the law around any such primary 


Taft column in November. That they 
will so unanimously support any other 
Republican candidate, particularly if 
the third term issue is injected Into 
the fight, is denied by the best in¬ 
formed leaders in those states. 

As to the nomination there is no 
i longer any doubt but that President 
i Taft will have a majority of the dele¬ 
gates both from the north and the 
south. New England will be practical¬ 
ly if not entirely solid for him. He 
will have sweeping victories in New 
York, Pennsylvania and the other mid- 
I die Atlantic states. Ohio has never 
yet failed to support a favorite sou 
candidate or failed to cast its electoral 
vote for a Republican candidate for 
president. Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Mis¬ 
souri, Minnesota. Kansas, Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Oklahoma of the 
middle western states will all have 
their quota of Taft delegates in the 
convention, four of them having al¬ 
ready instructed delegates in some dis¬ 
tricts for the president. The southern 
states will be almost unanimous in 
their support of the president, while in 
Utah, Montana, Idaho, Colorado, Wy¬ 
oming, Arizona and the Pacific coast 
states there is every assurance of solid 
Taft delegations. Present indications 
point only to a scattering opposition to 
President Taft's renomination. 


Taft For Peace. 

It was only by the exercise of rare 
discretion and tact that war was avert¬ 
ed with Mexico nearly a year ago. Had 
President Taft yielded to the demands 
of some of the “jingoes” of the coun¬ 
try the United States might easily have 
been plunged into a conflict with its 
neighbor over fancied wrongs. With¬ 
out permitting the rights of American 
citizens to suffer in any respect, Mr. 
Taft handled a ticklish diplomatic sit¬ 
uation with such good judgment that 
trouble was averted and the friendly 
relations with Mexico were undisturb¬ 
ed.

ADVANCE IN RATES 
ON MANYPRODUCTS 

Other Commodities Than Dried 
Fruit Affected 

When the West Indies Conference 
i lines, part of the steamer trust, ad- 
j vanced the rate to Europe on dried 
fruit from California via the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec and Puerto Mexico 
several weeks ago it emphasized the 
general tendency toward advanced 
rates by increasing charges on many 
other products for which Europe has 
to a considerable extent depended 
upon California. In the new rate 
schedule adopted by the West Indies 
Conference, the freight charge on some 
products is increased as high as 100 
per cent. If these rates go into effect 
there is little doubt that California 
shippers will suffer a tremendous loss. 

An idea of the percentage of in¬ 
crease may be gained from these 
figures: Dried fruit, whether in bags 
or boxes, soars from GO to 100 shill-1 
ings; apricot kernels go from 65 to 90 
shillings; vanila beans, from 101.5 to 
150; dry hides, from 70 to 150; wine : 
from 50 to 90; olive oil, from 55 to 90; 
olives, from 45 to 75; tallow, from 45 
to 60; mustard seed, from 50 to 75. 
These are a few of the commodity 
rates to be affected, and the class rates 
go skyward in proportion. 

While among shippers there is a 
tendency to suspect interests common 
to both the rail and water carriers to 
be back of the general advances, there 
is said to be a likelihood of the over¬ 
land rates on European shipments 
from the Pacific Coast soaring within 
a few weeks.

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ROGERS IS LANDED j 

IN SAN QUENTIN 

— 

Fails to Make Good Boast That 

He Would Not Be Jailed 

— 

I 

Despite his declaration that he wquld 
never reach San Quentin alive, John 
S. Rogers, convicted of the murder of 
Benjamin A. Goodman, a jewelry sales¬ 
man, in San Francisco, was taken to i 
State's prison, and after going through 
the usual routine, was assigned to the 
cell he will occupy until the day of his 
execution, which is scheduled for May 
24th. Rogers was heavily guarded, in 
the belief that he might make good 
his apparent threat to take his life be¬ 
fore he would submit to the ignominy 
of the death cell, but he showed no 
signs of a desire to commit suicide or 
in any way cheat the gallows. He had 
little to say on the trip, and while an 
object of curiosity to many of the pas¬ 
sengers of the Sausalito boat, bore 
himself with an air of indifference he 
has assumed since his arrest. He 
begged tobacco from one of his friends 
on the boat, and smoked incessantly 
until he stepped behind the gates of 
the prison. 

Rogers was convicted of the murder 
of Goodman, whom he killed in the 
basement of a produce company’s ware¬ 
house some three months ago. While 
he endeavored to throw the blame for 
the crime on a number of his fellow 
employes, they were easily able to 
prove their innocence, and a jury 
quickly found him guilty of the crime.

The coal miners’ minimum wage hill, i 
designed to put an end to the coal 
strike, which has passed its first read- , 
ing in the House of Commons at Lon- j 
don, consists of six clauses and a | 
schedule defining twenty-one districts. ! 

As outlined, the bill provides a “rea- j 
sonable minimum wage” for the min¬ 
ers and safeguards for the owners, 

:hese to be arranged by district boards. 

The minimum will be paid from the 
ilate of resumption of work. The en- , 
actment is for three years. An jm- j 
portant clause provides that if within 
a fortnight any district lacks a recog¬ 
nized district board the Board of Trade 
may appoint any person to act in place 
of the local body. There is nothing in 
the bill to prevent a recurrence of the 
strike should the miners be dissatisfied 
with a district board’s decision. Dis¬ 
trict boards will frame regulations and 
conditions for assuring the regularity 
and efficiency of the work in the mines 
and workmen failing to comply with 
those conditions and regulations are 
not to be entitled to the fixed mini¬ 
mum wage. The bill do"es not contain | 
any penal provisions for either side, 
and does not compel an owner to open 
his mine or the workmen to descend 
into the pit. Workmen who are paid 
less than the minimum wage will be 
able to recover in the courts. 

The strike thus far has been re 
markable for absence of violence.

On one of my voyages across the 
Atlantic I became quite chummy with 
one of the officers, who told me the 
following incident that had happened 
ut sea under his observation: 

“One sailing day I was leaning over 
the rail on the upper deck watching 
some baggage being lifted aboard 
when a carriage drove up and two la¬ 
dies got out and came up the gang¬ 
way. They were evidently mother 
and daughter, the younger being about 
twenty years of age. There was noth¬ 
ing especially noticeable altout them 
except that the young lady struck me 
as being very beautiful. I mean that 
there was something winning in her 
appearance. 

“During the trip from New York to 
Liverpool I never saw the young lady 
on deck except with her mother. The 
old lady got quite thick with one of

the other lady passengers and told her 
that she was taking her daughter 
abroad to break up a love affair be¬ 
tween her and a young man at home. 
The confidant told some one else, and 
it finally got around to me. 

"It didn't appear that the girl was 
much pained at the separation from 
her lover. At any rate, she didn’t look 
so, but seemed very well satisfied with 
the attentions of a young fellow whose 
acquaintance she made on the voyage. 
They played shuffleboard and the oth¬ 
er deck games together and before 
we were half across had got very 
chummy. I confess, notwithstanding 
the girl had left a lover behind, she 
would make a match or at least start 
one during the trip. I’ve seen so many 
matches made on the ocean that when 
I see a man and a woman flitting about 
together on a ship, no matter what 
their antecedents, I expect a love af 
fair. 

“Well, us I was saying, these two 
were together all the way over most 
of the time, the girl’s mother sitting 
on deck where she could usually keep 
them In sight. One day she left them 
alone together there. I was on the 
bridge and saw her go down the com 
panionway. Some ten minutes later 
I saw her daughter part with the 
young man who was attentive to her 
and go below’ also. 

“That w’as the last seen of the girl on 
that ship. 

“A bird flying from the top of the 
mast could not more completely vanish 
than the girl I am telling you about. 

“Half an hour later the mother came 
up and looked about for her chick. She 
.went from stem to stern on the upper 
deck, then down to the next one. Later 
I saw her talking excitedly to the 
man the girl had been with, and he 
seemed as excited as she. They called 
up to me and asked me if I had seen 
anything of the young lady, to which 
I replied that I had seen her leave the 
young man and go below. The fel¬ 
low seemed relieved at my statement, 
telling me that the young lady could 
not be found and it was feared some 
thing might have happened to her. He 
was glad that I had seen the parting 
between them and could bear witness 
to the fact. The mother left him and 
hurried below. 

“When I came off watch I found the 


ship in a state of excitement. Every 
one had a theory as to what had be¬ 
come of the girl. The sea was rough, 
and the prevailing opinion was that 
during a lurch she had been thrown 
overboard Every part of the ship was 
searched. What I mean by that is not 
that all the staterooms were looked 
into. There was no need to do that, 
for they were all occupied, and no one 
in them could have any motive for con¬ 
cealing the girl. To satisfy the moth 
er the captain took her all over the 
ship, permitting her to look wherever 
she pleased. 

“If it hadn’t been for my testimony 
that I had seen her part with the young 
man she was with when her mother 
left her he would have been held to be 
turned over to the authorities on land j 
Ing. He not only proved the parting by 
me, but that when the girl left him he 
had gone to the smoking room and was i 
ta.king with a man there for some 
time. Then he went down into the sa¬ 
loon for luncheon, where he was served 
by the waiter who usually attended 
him. Indeed he was able to prove that 
he had not been in the girl’s company 
after I had seen her leave him. 

“Within twenty-four hours after her 
disappearance every one aboard except 
her mother had arrived at the opinion 
that she had fallen overboard. Wheth¬ 
er it was because a mother is more 
hopeful than others concerning her 
offspring, the lady did not share in this 
theory. True, she was very much wor¬ 
ried, but either she could not or would 
not believe that her daughter had been 
lost. But when asked for another ex¬ 
planation of the vanishment she could 
give none. 

“There was no end of persons who 
had heard splashes. A number remem¬ 
bered a wave of unusual dimensions I 
striking the ship about the time the 
girl went below. Several persons j 
claimed to have heard shrieks, and one 1 
woman’s porthole was darkened for a 
fraction of a second, as though a body 
was falling before it. So far as I was 
concerned, I placed no faith in any of 
these bits of testimony. The girl had 
simply made one of those mysterious 
disappearances that when they occur 
on the land concentrate the attention of 
the community in which they occur 
and are seldom explained unless the 
body of the missing person is found. 
When such cases occur at sea they are 
attributed either to the person falling 
overboard, walking overboard while 
asleep or suicide by drowning, the mat¬ 
ter occurring when no one is near to 
see. The most reasonable supposition 
in the case in question was that the 
young lady had been pitched over the 
rail during a lurch of the ship. 

“When we reached Liverpool we 
were detained six hours by a fog in 
the river Mersey between 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and 10 o’clock at night, 
during which time we had no commu¬ 
nication with the shore. Then the fog 
lightened, but no passengers went 
ashore till morning, when a tender 
came for them. At the request of the 
mother of the missing girl every per¬ 
son on board the ship as he or she 
passed over the gangplank was scru¬ 
tinized. 

“And here a singular thing develop¬ 
ed. The number of passengers going 
ashore was counted and differed not 
by one passenger, but two. The other , 
missing person was finally traced to a ; 
woman who had taken passage in the [ 
steerage under the name of Mary Mon 
ahan. Few of her i'enow passengers 
remembered much about her. Indeed 
as every one was going ashore, there j 
was no opportunity to learn who o v 
what she was. The want of tally 
added to the mystery, but since the 
passengers were now intent on other ! 
matters the affair did not excite any j 
attention among them. As for the j 
officers and crew, we could talk all 
we liked among ourselves, but ns em j 
ployees of the company we were not \ 
expected to add anything to myste¬ 
rious disappearances that, occurred on j 
any of its ships. Indeed, the only 
thing I ever learned about this mys 
tery was seeing an Item In a newspa 
per consisting of about twenty lines 
and headed ‘A Case of Suicide.’ ” 

The narrator paused while he light¬ 
ed a cigar I gave him and then con¬ 
tinued: 

“And now I’m going to give you a 
clew to the mystery that I thought 
nothing of at the time, but which 
loomed up as important afterward. 
The after lower deck, first class, was 
separated from the steerage by can¬ 
vas only. Fassengers would walk aft 
and occasionally peep between two 
screens at tbelr junction at the steer- : 
age passengers. One morning I had 
seen the girl who disappeared talking j 
with a woman on the other side of 
the canvas. Seeing me, she abruptly j 
turned away. I put this down to her 
not liking to be seen talking to a 
steerage passenger and thought no ! 
more about it. 

“Before we sailed on the return trip 
one of the room stewardesses showed 
signs of having got a windfall. One 
of the deck hands in the steerage went 
ashore, got drunk and spent a hundred 
dollars before coming aboard again 
It struck me that there had been brib- ;

CHINESTGi80ATS j 
FIRE ON REBELS 

A flotilla of Chinese gunboats opened 
fire on the Bogue forts at Canton. The 
forts have been in the hands of the 
followers of Luk the brigand chief, 
for a week past, since the soldiers 
mutinied and handed them over to the 
robbers. The robbers replied vigor- . 
ously to the l>ombardment of the gun-1 
boats. Luk declared that if his fol- i 
lowers, whom he called the people’s J 
army, failed to gain victory over the j 
Government they would shell the for-! 
eign quarter in order to bring about 
foreign intervention. 

The forts of Yuchu, Whampoa and 
Fu Mun, on the Canton River, recently 
captured by bandit soldiers, were re¬ 
taken by the Government troops after 
a long cannonade. The bandits suf¬ 
fered severe losses. 

The Government authorities bought 
up all the bread and canned meat in 
the stores in the city in order to 
starve the bandits into submission. 

The situation in the north of China 
remains critical. Rumors of coming 
attacks on Peking by Mongols and 
Manchus keep conditions panicky. 
Few except market shops are open; 
the streets are almost deserted. Presi¬ 
dent Yuan Shi Kai cannot assemble 
enough troops in the north who will 
obey him to re-establish his authority. 
From Yuan’s home town of Chang Te 
comes a report that the loyal troops j 
are disarming looters and paying them ! 
a few dollars to return to their homes. 
Various sections are subscribing thou¬ 
sands of dollars to pay the garrison 
soldiers to abstain from looting. 

Anarchy and famine prevail through-; 
out the country. The nation’s finances 
are in a chaotic condition and China 
is divided into several parts. The le- ! 
gations do not fear any immediate or i 
widespread risings or anti-foreign at¬ 
tack, but they do not believe that the 
country will be reunited, the army ; 
disbanded and reorganized and pro¬ 
gressive development accomplished 
without long and intense suffering and 
serious political struggles. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Joseph Mohr, 11 years old, of San , 
Francisco, died at St. Luke’s Hospital 
from a gunshot wound, accidentally 
inflicted by a playmate. 

Miss L. E. Whitman, 22 years old, | 
was almost instantly killed and three 
others more or less seriously injured 
when a flying street car crushed their 
automobile at the intersection of 
Santa Barbara avenue and Western 
boulevard in Los Angeles. 

The body of Miss Helen Vestal, the 
attractive young school teacher who 
disappeared frofci her home at Carmel- 
by-the-Sea Sunday night, was found 
on a little beach below Pescadero 
Point, where it had been cast by the 
sea.

FEDERAL FORGE 
YIELDS TO REBELS 


Major Ramirez Surrenders His 
Detachment 


Rather than sacrifice more lives in 
the unequal contest. Major Adolfo Ra¬ 
mirez, commanding the detachment of 
federals near Baca, which twice has 
fought the rebel forces under Colonel 
Roque Gomez, has surrendered. The 
prisoners yielding their arms include- 
Captains .Tose Granados, Juan Monroy, 
Alfonso Carrillo Galindo and Jose R. 
Rangel, Ildefonso Saldana and Mar- 
garito Blanco, Lieutenants Francisco 
Velez and Antonio Sanchez and 137 
men. The report was made to Orozco 
by General Inez Salazar from Jimenez, 
ft is expected the rebel army will push 
on to Parral. 

Several minor engagements between 
rebels and federals have occurred in 
the region surrounding Torreon in the 
last few days, but none of a decisive 
nature. A quick move by the federals 
on Mapimi came near resulting in the 
capture of two rebel commanders, Es- 
cagado and Agumedo. They were 
taken unawares. Their soldiers had 
given themselves over to revelry after 
having sacked the town and were bad 
ly scattered. The reported loss is thirty 
rebels killed. 

A report from Valardena announces 
preparations to resume the operations 
of the smelter, which has been shut 
down for a week for want of fuel.

Charles said that the recent death of 
his mother was hastened by her 
knowledge of the sons’ crimes. 

: :ri starting in bales of cotton in 
the lower hold of the liner Manchuria’ 
caused the death of Fireman Thomas 
Ahearn of Company 35, San Francisco. 
After the fire engines had left the 
scene it was discovered at his com¬ 
pany headquarters that Ahearn was 
missing and a search of the lower hold 
of the vessel by his captain, Michael 
Drury, revealed the body. Two fire¬ 
men were slightly injured, and a dozen 
firemen overcome temporarily by 
smoke during the fighting of the fire. 
Estimates of the loss vary from $10,- 
000 upward. The fire burned all after¬ 
noon and till after dark.
